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In the course of conversations with Mr. Davis on April 7 and 3, 

I received the same impression of liis views and attitudes as Mr. Sanders 
conveyed to me. Davis stated that he was convinced that there had been 
a Communist-Internationalist plot, and he stated his belief that there was
